Mrs. Waddingham was 75 years 
old. Her funeral will be held at 
2 p. m. tomorrow from an undertak- 
ing establishment at 4449 Olive 
street.

A conference was held today be- 
tween the Executive Committee of 
the Symphony Society and Tom P. 
Barnett, artist and architect, to de- 
cide on a new stage setting for the 
Symphony Orchestra, to supplant the 
present green one, which gave some 
of the patrons the blues and made 


others ‘“‘see red.” Barnett designed 
it, and since it-was first revealed, on 


the night of Fritz Kreisler’s second 
concert, discussion of its virtues has | 
been vehement. 

In endeavoring’to trace some of, 
the criticisms to their source, a Post- 
Dispatch reporter found that some| 
came from members of the Execu- | 
tive Committee, which accepted Bar- | 
nett’s original design.

Ewing Hill, also a member of the 
committee, said the set “might be 
thoroughly artistic,”’ and still not be 
appropriate.‘‘ He thought such a 
design might “go big’® somewhere 
else, but declined to say where. It 
had been suggested that Fred Stone 
might use it in “Jack O’ Lantern,” 
he said, but he declined making the 
suggestion or agreeing .with it. He 
said he deeply respected Barnett’s 
art judgment. 

Continuing inquiry among the 
committee, a reporter asked Mrs. M. 
A. Goldstein what she thought of the 
“esthetic” set. She replied that it 
was “too decorative,” and ‘“‘not suf- 
ficiently in one tone.” 

George D. Markham, another 
member, said that, personally, it 
didn’t make-a bit of difference to 
him what color the set was, as he 
always closes his eyes during a per- 
formance, “I go there to hear, not 
to see,”’ he said. 

They'll Pay for It: _ 

In view of these criticisms, the 
reporter asked Barnett, the artist, 
what he had to say about them. He 
remarked, at first, that “the trou- 
ble with most of those symphony 


people is that they know about 4Sswx~ 


much about art as they do about 
music,” and he then proceeded to 
dictate a verbatim statement of his 
attitude in the matter. 

He remarked, in addition, that if 
the symphony society thought they 
were to get the design for nothing, 
as has been stated, they were mis- 
taken. “They'll pay for the one 
that is painted out, and they'll pay 
for the new one,” he said. 

Barnett, who in addition to being 
an architect, is a painter whose 
work has taken many prizes, was 
called about Nov. 1 to design a new 
setting. He presented a design 
which was accepted, and it was ex- 
ecuted by Toomey & Volland, a firm 
of scenery painters. 

Barnett’s statement of what hap- 
pened, and his reply to the critics, 
follows: 

Pleased With Renaissance of Art. 

“I note with pleasure the renais- 
sance of art in St. Louis. It is a hope- 
ful sign to see a community so thor- 
oughly imbued with esthetic uplift. 

“It appears that the stage setting 
has attracted more comment and at- 
tention than the Symphony Orches- 
tra has since its organization. 

“T am giad my musical sensibili- 
ties are not so easily disturbed as the 
delicately attuned art critics’ appear

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SHIPMENT OF PORK 
12 DAYS COMING 
FROM ACROSS RIVER 


Packing Company Sues Ter- 
minal, Saying Meat From Stock- 
yards Spoils on 3-Mile Trip, 


A petition filed today in the City 
Court of East St. Louis by Morris & 
Co., against the Terminal Railroad 
Association, discloses that it required 
12 days for that line to haul a car- 
load of pork from. the National 
Stockyards in East St. Louis to the 


Booth Cold Storage plant at Main 
and Ashley: streets, a distance of 
scarcely three miles. 

By reason of the delay in transit, 
the pork spoiled and the packing 
company now asks $1200 damages. 
The car, it is alleged, was loaded with 
63,542 pounds of the choicest cuts 
from the hog, Feb. 23, 1918, and 
started on its three-mile journey 
across the river. It started all right, 
but other things happened about the 
same timeé and the consignment that 
was expected to arrive on the same 
day, did not reach its destination un- 
til March 7, just 12 days after leav- 
ing the packing house sidetrack and 
meat of all kinds in perishable 
freight. 

The car must have wandered afar 
with its valuable shipment, but just 
where it spent its time is not dis- 
closed, since the defendant corpora- 
tion has not yet presented its ex- 
planation. It was only a short timé 
after the Government took over all 
the railroads, including the Termi- 
nal’s properties, and it was at the 
height of the heaviest traffic of the 
war period. 

Morris & Co. claim that by reason 
of the time consumed in delivery, 
$300 had to be spent in handling 


‘and overhauling the pork, and that 


$800 worth of the shipment was a 
Other expenses caused a 
net loss of $1200, which the Termi- 
nal, or rather the Government, since 
the shipment was made under Fed- 
eral operation, is asked to make 
good. 

Inquiry at the Terminal offices 
elicited the reply that nothing was 
known of the case, but that the 
whole transaction would be speedily 
investigated. It was said that cars 
were sometimes improperly billed 
and sent a long way in the wrong 
direction before the mistake was dis- 
covered. Something of this kind 
must have happened to the pork, in 
the opinion of one of the officials 
who said the ordinary procedure 
would have delivered the car on the 
same day it left the abattoin.

self laughingly termed it. 

A messenger arrived breathless 
with a copy of the address in En- 
glish, which Dr. Wright read. The 
remaining lectures of Maeterlinck’s 
American tour will be given in 
French, it was stated last night by 
his friend, Henry Russell. 

Carnegie Hall was filled to the 
topmost gallery with friends and 
admirers of the poet. This audi- 
ence wags tolerant of the Maeter- 
linck accent perhaps longer than the 
average American audience would 
have been, but it was only a few 
moments before there were cries 
from the audience “En Francaise” 
and “We can’t understand a word.” 
During the course of the lecture 
the poet stood at Dr. Wright's side, 
listening carefully to his pronuncia- 
tion as he followed it page by page 
on his phonetic manuscript, main- 
taining all the while a calm and 
unperturbed demeanor. Maeter- 
linck, it is said, started studying 
English six weeks ago. 


LLOYD GEORGE IS EXPECTED 
TG ACCEPT CARNEGIE ANNUITY 


No Apparent Reason for Premicr’s 
Rejection of $10,000 a Year, With 
No Private Fortune.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—There is every 
reason to believe Premier Lloyd 
George intends to accept Andrew 
Carnegie’s bequest of an annuity of 
$10,000 a year. As the bequest was 
not sought and was un expression of 
Carnegie’s personal admiration, and 
was not fettered by any conditions, 
there is no apparent reason why the 
Premier should decline it. 

He has no private fortune, and if 
he left office tomorrow he should 
have to return to work in the small 
law firm in which he was a partner 
with his brother. There is no pen- 
sion attaching to the premiership, as 
such, and all the available political 
pensions allowed to ex-Ministers are 
already taken, even if the Premier 
would accept one, which is doubtful.

LAWYER’S OFFICE AND 
PUBLICATION RAIDED 


Communist, Socialist and 
Soviet Literature Seized— 
Most of Prisoners Are 
Austrians. 


Fifty-seven persons, 32 in St. 
Louis and 25 in East, St. Louls, were 
arrested between 8 o'clock last 
night and 3:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing as this locality’s contribution to 
the nation-wide search of the At- 
torney-General and Department of 
Immigration for radicals who they 
believe can be deported. 

The raids here were not com- 
pleted and agents of the Govern- 
ment today are seeking others 
whom they have card indexed, but 
whom they were unable to find dur- 
ing the night. 

Eighteen prisoners were brought 
to St. Louis at noon today by six 
agents who worked out of West 
Frankfort, Franklin County, IIL, into 
the heart of the coal mining district 
astenight All were foreigners, and 
the man soei of them were coal min- 
ers. Except in a few instances, no 
radical ‘literature was found. The 
prisoners were being questioned this 
afternoon regarding their connection 
|; with the Communist party. 
| Radical Paper Raided. 

The raids were participated in by 
25 agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice, the force of James McLaughlin, 
chief agent in St. Louis, having been 
augmented by operatives from New 
Orleans, Nashville, San Antonio, 
Fort Smith and Little Rock, by two 
Deputy United States Marshals and 
in St. Louis by six city detectives 
and in East St. Louis a like number 
of the local police. The city of St. 
Louis was divided into districts and 
squads of three and four men vis- 
ited places assigned to them.

This 
was found in the tailor shop of John 
Kuk, an Austrian, at 324 Exchange 
avenue, secretary of the association. 
The meeting place of the associa- 
tion, a room over a saloon at 1116 
North Third street, also was found 
and a quantity of Communist litera- 
ture taken. 

All taken in both cities are al- 
leged to be members of the Com- 
munist party. The Communist or- 
ganization pledges its members ‘“‘not 
to compromise, but to wipe out the 
bourgeois - parliamentary state.” 
This means the destruction of Amer- 
ican representative Government 
and is viewed by the Government to 
constitute anarchy. 

The roster was found to carry 38 
names, written in red ink across a 
page of a large book. It was evi- 
dent that some of the 38 original 
members had been dropped from the 
rolls. One of the publications taken 
here was “The Proletariat Revolu- 
tion in Russia by N. Lenine and 
Leon Trotsky.” The translation was 
by Louis C. Franca of the New York 
Communist Press and the book bore 
a rubber stamp “Iabor Book De- 
partment, 940 Chouteau avenue.” 
That is the address of St. Louls 
Labor. a publication of St. Louis 
Socialists. Copies of a manifesto 
setting forth the principles of the 
Communists also was taken.

Cunliff, as has 
been told, resigned Wednesday to as- 
sume charge of the $1,000,000 hous- 
ing program of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Pape, whose salary as City For- 
ester was $2000 a year, will receive 
$5000 annually as Park Commis- 
sioner. He has been in the forestry 
division of the Department of Parks 
for seven years, six years as assist- 
ant superintendent and one year as 
superintendent. For 3% years he 
served as general superintendent of 
parks under former Park Comefis- 
sioner Franklin L. Ridgeley, during 
the Walbridge administration, filling 
out the unexpired term of his father, 
who was killed. He comes of ‘a 
family of florists, and assisted 
George Kessler, the landscape artist, 
in laying out the botanical decora- 
tions of the world’s fair.

Director Schmoll,. who is also 
chairman of the Republican Gty 
Committee, said that in selecting 
Pape he had in view a man who was 
most familiar with Park Depart- 
ment work, a good organizer and a 
good executive.

CAN FINE MOTORMAN 
FOR FALING TO STOP 


Court Can Even Jajl Him, Under 
Old Ordinance, It Is Discovered, 
if He Leaves You Standing. 


Thousands of St. Louisans who 
have stood at corners and watched 
street cars rush by as if oblivious to 
their presence will be interested in 
the discovery that they have legal 
redress in such instances against the 
motormen. The motormen can be 
charged with a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction, be punished with a 
fine of from $5 to $100, or a jail sen- 
tence of from one to 30 days, or 
both fine and imprisonment. 

The discovery was made in con- 
nection with the arraignment of 
Henry Schulenburg, a motorman on 
the Wellston line, in police court 
this morning. At the instance of 
the United Railways, the case was 
continued until-Jan. 10. 

Policeman Mitchell of the Angeli- 
ca Street Station related that at 3:30 
Pp. m. yesterday he was one of a 
small crowd of persons who were 
waiting for a gvestbound ellston 
car at Seventh street and ‘Franklin 
avenue. A car approached, and was 
signalled to stop, but rushed by with- 
out taking notice. There seemed to 
be plenty of seats. 

Such an outburst of anger went 
up from the would-be passengers 
that Policeman Mitchell took the 
number of the car, and, boarding 
another car, followed it to the sheds, 
where he arrested Schulenberg. 
Mitchell said he was unaware there 
was an ordinance in the case, but 
made the arrest “on general prin- 
ciples.’’ 

When the case was called this 
morning, a City Court attorney re- 
called vaguely that there was an old 
ordinance on the subject. The mat- 
ter was looked up, and in Section 
1061, Revised Code of General Ord- 
inances, was found the following 
paragraph, evidently dating from 
the days of horse and cable cars: 

“It shall be the duty of every 
driver, motorman, gripman or other 
servant running any car to bring his 
car toa full stop at the corner of the 
streets as herein provided, whenever 
requested, signaled or motioned by 
any person standing on such appro- 
priate corner desiring to board such 
car, or by the conductor of such cars, 
or whenever so requested, signaled 
or motioned by the conductor of any 
passenger on such car desiring to 
leave such car, and in every instance 
such car shall remain stationary for 
a sufficient length of time to enable 
the passenger safely to board or leave 
such car; provided, that a car in 
which there are not unoccupied seats 
need not stop to receive passengers 
when such passengers may board a 
succeeding car which is at the time 
within 300 feet of the first car and

“‘Arracacha”’ and “Dasheen” Re- 
semble Potato and Require 
"Less Care. 


Two new vegetables, propagated in 
the Missouri Botanical (Shaw's) Gar- 
den, were served hs night at the 
annual dinner of t board of trus- 
tees of the gardén. The dinner, 
which was held at the Misgouri Ath- 
letic Association, was attended by 
about 300 guests, including the exec- 
utive council of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence and members of the botanical 
and horticultural] sections of that or- 
ganization. 

Dr. George T. Moore, director of 
the garden, had previously an- 
nounced that two new discoveries in 
the vegetable world would make 
their debut at this dinner. The menu 
cards contained brief descriptions of 
these vegetables, which were given 
the names of “Arracacha” 
“Dasheem” Dr. Moore said that the 
names had a distinct Irish flavor be- 
cause in many respects they resem- 
bled potatoes which he described as 
the “national dish” of Ireland. 

The vegetable are the result of 
both experiments and propagation 
by Dr. Moore and his assistants. Dr. 
Moore says that in a somewhat dif- 
ferent form both are found in 
Hawaii and South America. In 
Shaw’s Garden experiments. In com- 
bining by a grafting process potatoes, 
cauliflowers and turnips, have been 
tried with markecd~—success, Dr. 
Moore says the lands in the South 
will produce hundreds of bushels of 
fthe new vegetables to each acre 
planted and he also savs that they 
are more readily digested than po- 
tatoes because of having less starch. 

Suited to Climate. 

The “arracacha” 
Venezuelan “apio,” grown in the 
highlands of that country. It is said 
to have the same food value as the 
potato. Dr. Moore explained that 
the vegetables were of such hardi- 
hood that it appeared they could be 
grown in the climate of St. Louis 
and its surrounding territory. 

Served in a small side dish and 
closely resembling creamed pota- 
toes, the “dasheen’’ was the other 
new vegetable. Those tvho had 
made tests said a baked “dasheen” 
resembles a roasted chestnut in 
taste. Dr. Moore said that it was 
distantly related to the Egyptian 
taro commonly known as “elephant’s 
ear.”’

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CHANCE, DR. HILL AND THE LEAGUE. 

Political subjects and questions involving grave dif- 
ferences of opinion are not to be considered in the 
future by the Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

So its Executive Committee rules. The highly 
“scientific” treatment accorded the proposed League 
of Nations at the association’s St. Louis meeting, 
when not a single person advocated the league and 
eight opposed it, is the reason for the new policy. 

But science is a means, not an end. The advance of 
science is sought by the association simply to en- 
large the possibilities of benefiting mankind through 
the agencies of science. 

What other single subject considered by the asso- 
ciation at its St. Louis meeting has possibilities for 
promoting human welfare as vast as those of the 
League of Nations? The reproach to the association 
did not arise out of its inclusion of the league among 
the matters for discussion. It did not arise out of 
criticisms of the league voiced at the meeting. In 
fact, there was no other subject to which the associa- 
tion might, with greater fitness, give its attention 
at this time, and if the proposed league plan has 
shortcomings, it would be entirely proper to point 
them out. 

The reproach to the Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science grew out of the spirit in which it 
considered this inviting and vitally important sub- 
ject. It could discuss with truly scientific poise and 
receptiveness insects and the weather and public 
health and Government aid for research, but not the 
League of Nations. It could organize a pious pil- 
grimage to the tomb of Lincoln at Springfield as a 
fitting close to its sessions, but it could not approach 
the league in a spirit of patriotism. 

The collation of scientific data with a bearing on 
the league and the formulation of scientific conclu- 
sions concerning it might have been made a service 
of value. But all the eight.papers on the subject did 
was to recast the old, notoriously ex-parte political 
arguments against the league. Nothing new of value 
was presented. It was an exhibit of narrowness, 
prejudice and intolerance that discredits association 
methods and verdicts. 

Secretary Seymour C. I. Loomis of the social and 
economics gection, under whose auspices the league 
discussion was conducted, asks us to believe that the | 
one-sided nature of the affair was the “result of | 
chance.” But with the association rejecting the doc- 
trine of causation by chance in all other processes, 
productive of results, how can it apply the dectrine | 
in a case where the relation of cause to effect is sO 
very obvious? 

The chairman of the section was Dr. David Jayne 
Hill, one of the bitterest opponents of the league. To 
account on the theory of chance for the eight unani- 
mously “anti” papers—including that of Dr. Hill— 
is to reject the entire creditability of the argument 
from design on which the theological world has relied 
for centuries. 

If silence is to be observed at association meetings 
on all matters involving differences of opinion, it will 
indeed be confined to a limited field. Wide 4iffer- 
ences prevail, not merely in sociological questions, 
but on other hypotheses long of general acceptance. 
It is through the clash of such differences that con- 
fused thought is often clarified and the truth brought 
out. That might have been a result of a scientific 
weighing of the league’s claims to approval. As it 
was, the association was used by Dr. Hill as a vehicle | 
of cheap anti-league political propaganda. 

Anti-league arguments were not dignified by the) 
scientific company into which they were thrust. | 
Rather the Association for the Advancement of | 
Science was debased. | 
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THE INCONSIDERATE FEW. 

Defending the practice of smoking on street cars, 
a citizen, writing to the Post-Dispatch, says he has 
ridden on street cars all his life and has not heard 
a dozen complaints made on the cars. Others could, 
offer the same testimony. But does that mean that 
smoking is not objectionable? Is it not proof, rather, 
of our public forbearance? 

The norma] American hates to “make a scene.” 
He submits to the disagreeable in preference to mak- 
ing himself conspicuous by reprimandihg an offender 
or complaining of an offense. The exception is rare. 
Our correspondent’s estimate of “a dozen in a life- 
time” is approximately correct, we should say. 

But as regards smoking in the crowded, closed cars 
at this time of year, we don’t have to moralize or 
theorize. We only have to look at the facts and 
mix in just a pinch of hypothesis. The facts are that 
very few persons smoke on crowded cars. Now for 
the hypothesis: Suppose every smoker smoked. What 
would be the condition of a closed, crowded car 
before it had run, say, 10 blocks? It would be almost 
unbearable, wouldn’t it? 

That is all there is to this question. The many do 
not have to be compelled, by law, to observe the cour- 
tesies of the road. The many naturally practice con- 
sideration. They instinctively suspend their per- | 
sonal privilege, if you will, for the general comfort. | 
It is the inconsiderate few who refuse to conform to 
good custom that compel regulation by law. 

This truth applies to the whole area of human 
copfuct. The few speed fiends, for example, make 
speed limits necessary. The negligent féw compel 
the maintenance of elaborate fire departments and a

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BEGINNINGS OF TWO REPUBLICS. 

The probable decisiveness of the year 1920 in de- 
termining the fate of the new German republic is not 
overemphasized by President Frederick Ebert. Many 
parallels between the French republic at its founding 
and the present German republic exist, but France’s 
imperialists fell several months before the end of a 
disastrous war, while Germany’s imperialists did not 
fall until such a war’s very end. There was in conse- 
quence, in France, a group of anti-imperialists who 
for several months had conducted patriotic though 
hopeless measures of defense against the enemy and 
who became associated as such in the public mind 
With the confidence of the nation, this group as- 
sumed control of the destinies of the French republic 
when peace came. President Ebert was a mere par- 
liamentarian. Making all allowance for difference in 
times and in national traits; who could predict for 
him even such success as Thiers had, first President 
of the French republic, and Thiers had to resign be- 
fore his term was out? The idols of the German peo- 
ple are members of the Potsdam gang, associated with 
e glamour of military leadership, in which Ebert does 
not share. : 

Nevertheless, in estimating the chances of repub- 
licanism in Germany, we must remember that for 
years after 1871 no true republican majority existed 
in France, Its second President, MacMahon, was} 
one of the Marshals of Napoleon III and had led | 
one of the armies that surrendered at Sedan. He was'| 
elected President largely by the vote of the mon-| 
archists, who hoped he would restore the empire, but | 
he remained true to the republic. | 

History may be repeated in Germany. Even if| 
Ebert should be succeeded by some of Hindenburg’s | 
associates in Potsdamism, it might not necessarily | 
mean the restoration of the Hohenzollerns. Such a 
President might prove to be as discerning arid pre 
otic as MacMahon. By the end of 1920 we will be able | 
to judge whether republicanism or Hohenzollernism | 
is to rule the Germans of the future. | 
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WHAT WOULD YOU SAY?
